By the death of Sir Jolin Millais, British 
Art Tosey one of the greatest leaders il has 
ever had. Few of the men who have 
among us followed the artist's profession 
have taken, and held by sheer force of 
genius, the place which has for many yours 
been acknowledged to be his beyond all 
question ; und hardly anyone has exercised 
a tithe of his influence upon the’ work and 
opinions.of his gontemporzries. The great 
characteristic of his whole life was an extra- 
ordinary activity, o constant striving -to 
produce great results, and to strike out for 
himacl? now directions in whieh to exercise 
hia exceptional powers. He wus essential- 
ly a reformer, siming above everything to 
Keep his art free frour the taint of vommoni- 
place, and to progress always in the diroc- 
tion of intelligent unconvention. It is 
possible to say of him, wlint cannot be suid

River, in Western China. The name 
means ‘self-dowing wells,’ and refers to 
their peculiar capacity for supplying both 
the raw materiut itself and the ial for pro- 
paring the muterial—salt brine and natural 
‘ag—at one and the name time. It would 
be of very little use to say what towns thoy 
aro neat, as all topographical names in that 
region are equally unknown in Europe ; but 
their: exact situation is in north latitude 
29° 30',-and longitude 105° of Greon- 
wich, about thirty English miles from the 
walled city of Fu-shun. I. visited thow‘in 
1881, and at that time certainly not half-a- 
doeen Europeans in all had even seen ther, 
not to say'accurately described them. 

The number of wells in actual working 
is about five thousand ; but for official pur- 
poses—that is, squeezing and’ corruption 
they are reported at a quartor of that 
figura; and the area undor active “‘{ipera- 
tions covers, perhaps, four or six ‘square 
miles.
